ABANDON HOMES 

“You must have read in the 
newspapers about the debacle of 
1940 and all the sufferings of 
the people fleeing from the Ger- 
mans. Practically the whole of 
the population of Nuits had 
abandoned their homes (there 
were about 300 left of 3,000.) 

“We were among those who 
remained, and a good thing, too, 
Many of those who ran away got 
caught in bombardments or bat 
tles and all of them. went} 
through ne endrof misery. 

“When at last they managed to 
come back, some of them many | 
months later, they found their 
houses plundered and full of Ger- | 
man soldiers, These arrived 
about two days after the last 
stragglers had passed first, 
motorcycles and then the bulk 
of the army.
